Rickenbacker Favors Break 
With Russia, Quitting UN, 
Halting All Foreign Aid 


SEARCY, Ark. (AP) — World| 


Wat I hero Eddie Rickenbacker 
laioy clown a stern set of ground 
rules' today* for a return to con- 
servatism in American life. 


Rickenbacker, now board chair- 


man of Eastern Airlines, called 
for severing diplomatic relations 
with Russia, abolition of the fed- 
eral income tax and foreign aid 
and withdrawal from the United 
Nations. 
'He told 150 conferees at Hard- 
ing College's 23rd Freedom Fo- 
rum thai concentration of govern- 
ment power in Washington was 
playing into Moscow's hands. 


In a speech 
titled 
"Conserva- 


tism Must Face Up To Liberal- 
ism," 
Rickenbackcr said: 


"Although the modern liberals 


derive their name from the Latin 
word for freedom, their actions 
and goals have consistently tend 
ed to increase the power of the 
central government. Modern con- 
servatives take individual liberty 
as their battle cry, for they know 
that individual liberty is imperil- 
ed when the central government 
attains unlimited power." 


Rickenbacker equated govern- 


ment 'money 
and 
government 


power \and 'he ;said'- conservatives! 
cannot begin to reestablish the re- 
public until the 16th Amendment 
which authorized the income tax, 
is knocked out of the constitution. 


He said the present unsettled 


world situation "began 2!) years 
ago when we recognized a hand- 
full' of'bandits as the lawful gov- 
ernment of Russia." 


Severing relations with Russia 


and the so-called neutral nations, 
Rickenbackcr said, would be a 
recognition of the war of total 
enmity to which "our enemies 
are irrevocably committed." 


"We have everything to gain' 


and nothing to lose, except the 
diplomatic and cultural spies sent 
over here by the hundreds at our 
expense," he declared.

WHAT IS ABC? 


The Audit Bureau of Circulations, Chicago, by 


its own definition is: "A co-operative association 
of advertisers, advertising agencies and publishers 
for the verification of circulation of newspaper and 
periodical members in the United States and Can- 
ada." 


It is controlled by those who buy advertising 


(manufacturing, merchandising and service com- 
panies, and their agencies) rather than those who 
sell advertising (newspapers and magazines). 


COST OF ADVERTISING 


Pick up an invoice for newspaper advertising 


and you will find that you are billed for so many 
column-inches at so much per inch. That's how it 
is billed — but that isn't how it is sold.

The price of an inch of advertising is mean- 


ingless unless you know what the paper's circula- 
tion is. When you know that you know the cost. 


The cost of advertising is the cost per inch per 


thousand circulation. That's the great yardstick 
by which advertising is bought and sold from coast 
to coast, The national advertisers call it 
"the 


milline" — the cost per line (l/14th of an inch) 
per million circulation.
